County council is standing be¬ 
hind a recommendation to the 
province that infrastructure 
needs to be a top priority in the 
coming years. 

The Alberta Association of 
Municipal Districts and Coun¬ 
ties (AAMD&C), the organiza¬ 
tion representing Alberta's 
elected rural municipal councils, 
has called on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to reinvest between 
$240 million and $500 million 
annually into Alberta’s road in¬ 
frastructure. 

County Reeve, Pat James said 
at their Wednesday council meet¬ 
ing, "I think the focus of the 
AAMD&C on infrastructure is 
important... If we are going to 
take advantage of the "Alberta 
advantage," we need to be able to 
move the product." 

James and Coun. Jack Peck 
attended a mini-summit on 
growth at which time the issue 
came up. They both reported sup¬ 
port from other municipalities 
and a letter was sent from the 
AAMD&C to the provincial 
growth summit being held this 
week. 

"I hope this is well received," 
said James. 

Specific elements of the 
AAMD&C's proposal include; $75 
million to speed up the comple¬ 
tion of the North-South trade 
corridor, $35 million per year to¬ 
ward the secondary highway net¬ 
work, $50 million per year for 
primary highway maintenance, 
and an additional $30 million per 


year toward the urban transpor¬ 
tation grants program. 

Councillors agreed with the 
dollar sums and suggested the 
money could be found in fuel 
taxes that are being sent to the 
federal government. Discussion 
around the table was question¬ 
ing the allocation of fuel tax 
money in the first place. 

"The dollars were meant for 
infrastructure and again it some¬ 
how has been siphoned off the 
top and has gone into areas that 
have nothing to do with infra¬ 
structure," said Peck. HE and 
the other councillors agreed the 
province was taking "to soft a 
stance," with the federal govern¬ 
ment when it came to 
acquisitioningfuel tax and licens¬ 
ing fee money. 

County commissioner, 
Herman Epp said the Provin¬ 
cial Growth Summit is prob¬ 
ably the most appropriate place 
to bring the issue to the fore¬ 
front, however he cautioned 
there will also be other lobby 
groups asking for money that 
may be more vocal, like health 
and education. He said those 
who are concerned and realize 
the value of a quality road sys¬ 
tem need to be sure they are 
also heard. 

The council not only agreed 
to write a letter to the local 
MLA regarding the issue, they 
took it one step further and 
have chosen to send a letter to 
the Minister of Transportation, 
Walter Pazkowski emphasizing 
their stance.

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Evan Parliament, town chief administrative officer, qualified 
Dohla’s statements by pointing out the airport is on the road to 
becoming completely self-sufficient by building facilities to accom¬ 
modate more paying leasors. He also pointed out the town has 
only been involved in litigation with high legal costs for more than 
a year of the just over two years they have owned the airport. He 
believes it is not yet been enough time to analyse the revenue 
potential. 

In addition, an audit to decipher what the town owns on the 
property is in the process of being completed. 

"We have no proof it won t make money," said Parliament. He 
added, "I don't think this is going to be a white elephant." 

Coun. Vance van Dam said he was not opposing Dohla's views 
but indicated he was not ready to pull out of the deal altogether. 

"I'd like an opportunity to fix it... I'd like to see if we at least 
have a chance of bringing it (the subsidy) down to zero," said 
van Dam. 

Dohla responded saying it is frustrating that the airport is 
given subsidies by the towns and then must turn around and 
pay the County of Mountain View $6000 in taxes because the 
land is in the county's jurisdiction. He also questioned whether 
the airport, if kept, should be running as an authority with 
decision making powers or a commission. 

He says it is issues like these that he feels were not examined 
thoroughly enough when the decision to become partners with 
Olds was made. 

"It's a blind date that's gone bad," he said. 

Some councillors voiced concerns that although giving up 
the endeavour completely might seem like a reasonable option, 
the Town of Didsbury would be giving up any say in what 
occurs at the airport. 

Parliament ended the discussion saying he wanted to fur¬ 
ther examine all aspects of the airport before he recommended 
any changes. 

"We'd be giving up on an asset with a potential revenue," he 
said. 

Coun. Gayle Veno made a motion to direct administration to 
get further information (the audit due in the end of October). She 
also suggested sending a letter to the Town of Olds to inform them 
of their decision to delay any decision on funding. 

All of this discussion came at a time when the chairman of the 
airport commission had just announced the commission was in 
the planning stages of spending money to build another hangar. 
Parliament explained the mor# facilities they have, the more use 
the airport will get, the more revenue wiU be generated.

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Local doctor of 20 years has Ideas to retain physicians

Alberta Health has just released 
a document to all Albertans that 
comes to terms with some of the 
health systems problems, especially 
that of rural Alberta's inability to 
attract and keep doctors. 

Didsbury doctor, Dr. Moe 
Ahmad, says he is glad the prov¬ 
ince has admitted this dilemma 
and is examining what can be 
done about it in their 'Reaching 
an agreement for better health, 
background discussions with 
Alberta's doctors,' discussion pa¬ 
per and report. 

"At least I'm happy to see in 
there (the report) that the gov¬ 
ernment has admitted and has 
realized if they want to provide 
reasonable health care we need 
to have a robust budget. With a 
tight budget it would be difficult 
to provide standard care," says 
Ahmad pointing out the service 
in a rural area may be slower but 
it is to the same standard as 
anywhere else. 

He knows all too well the 
stresses of being a rural doctor. 
He and two other full-time physi¬ 
cians in the area have a patient/ 
doctor ratio of about 1: 1400, 
Ahmad says the appropriate ra¬ 
tion would be 1:1200 or less. 

Although Ahmad has been here 
for more than 20 years himself 
and says he has no problem re¬ 
cruiting doctors to the area, it is 
keeping them that is difficult. He 
sites reasons like, high overhead 
costs, and extensively long hours. 


"We are not like urban areas 
where you shut the clinic at 5 
p.m. and go home,' he says ad¬ 
mitting the long hours have 
meant some sacrifices for himself 
and his family. He is on call most 
nights of the week and if he is 
caring for a woman who is due to 
give birth on a certain day, he is 
unable to leave the area at all 
despite the fact the delivery may 
not actually happen on that date. 

Ahmad says he has a few sug¬ 
gestions that may help Didsbury 
retain doctors that receive a lump 
sum monetary incentive from the 
Regional Health Authority to 
come to the town in the first 
place. 

He suggests the town could 
own the clinic facility and allow 
the doctors to pay a nominal 
amount of rent so they can lower 
their overhead costs. He explains 
that when there is only one or 
two doctors who must pay for a 
clinic, the costs are high on a per 
person basis. 

Another suggestion, the town 
could ease the property taxes on 
the building which would pro¬ 
vide a longer term incentive to 
keep doctors in this community. 
He says we have everything else; 
good people, a beautiful town, 
good schools and great recrea¬ 
tion facilities. 

Ahmad provides the example 
that a short time ago he had 
worked very hard to convince a 
doctor to come to Didsbury. He 
says the doctor was 100% pre¬ 


pared for the move when another 
town offered him a job where the 
clinic rental is free and he pays 
no property taxes on his facility. 

Sandra King, town director of 
corporate services says these is¬ 
sues have never come directly to 
town council in her knowledge. 
However, she concedes, "Prop¬ 
erty management isn't really 
something town's typically get 
into." She usggests that type of 
arrangement would be more of 
the RHA's responsibility as she 
see it. She does say the town has 
the power to waive taxes in any 
given year, on a year by year 
basis though but the proposal 
has never come to council and 
she awaits reccommendations 
from the Didsbury and District 
Hospital Task Force. 

A long term incentive pro¬ 
vided by the RHA, instead of, or 
in addition to the lump sum pay¬ 
ment would also provide a better 
reigning of young physicians 
according to Ahmad. 

He is also concerned that there 
is a perception in the public that 
the RHA is directing doctors to 
send patients to certain hospi¬ 
tals within the region instead of 
the hospitals outside that might 
better suit their needs. 

"The region is not telling the 
doctors where to send the pa¬ 
tients," says Ahmad adding it is 
up to the doctor to determine the 
best location for each case. 

Another myth that he wishes 
to clarify and attempt to dissemi¬ 


nate is the fear that Didsbury is 
losing services at a high rate. He 
points out that only three years 
ago there was only the general 
practitioners and no specialists. 
In fact, Ahmad with cooperation 
has been able to recruit a number 
of specialists who come to the 
area when needed. Among those 
Eire a surgeon, dermatologist, ear, 
nose and throat specialist, an 
obstetrician/gynaecologist, 
pediatrician, podiatrist and an 
internal medicine speciEdist. 

"Our region is trying to main¬ 
tain all services in every hospital 
if the budget allows. But, it all 
depends on the budget," says 
Ahmad. 

He wants to put pressure on 
the province to increase funding 
because he believes if preventa¬ 
tive medicine is practised in the 
long run it would reduce costs 
for medical care in the province. 
However, at this point he says 
rural doctors are running in a 
vicious circle. 

"To have more preventative 
medicine you need more time 
with each patient... To have more 
time you need less patients... To 
have less patients you need more 
doctors... To have more doctors 
you need more money," explains 
Ahmad. 

He worries that the govern¬ 
ment needs to understand that 
and act upon it. 

Ahmad says the recent move 
by the Didsbury and District 
Hospital Task Force to realign 


with the Calgaiy Regional HeEdth 
Authority will not affect the doc¬ 
tors directly and they will" carry 
on as usual." He does not dis¬ 
credit the Task Force for their 
efforts though, he says anything 
that would assure the residents 
are comfortable with the delivery 
of services is in the best interest 
of the community. 

"In my 20 years in this com¬ 
munity this is the first time I've 
seen a group of local citizens pull 
together to start to look after the 
concerns of the hospital... That 
is really good to see,” he says. He 
says it is imperative that people 
in the community understand 
how important the hospital is to 
the type of health care they are 
able to receive without a long 
drive to smother city. 

"Us three physicians have the 
hospital close to our hearts be¬ 
cause we can not function with 
out it," he says. He adds that 
many lives have been saved be¬ 
cause the facility with all the 
technology was available. He says 
he will do whatever is necessary 
to ensure the future of the Dids- 
buiy Hospital although he feels 
it is safe at this point. 

Ahmad says he is elIso encour¬ 
aged by a survey that was com¬ 
pleted by patients in the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital. The results 
shewed about 90% of those who 
received service were satisfied, 
some even said small town serv¬ 
ice is better because it is more 
personal. 


Hospital was lifesaver for thankful Didsbury man

Jay Chandler knows all 
too well how important the 
Didsbury and District Hos¬ 
pital is, it helped save his 
life when seconds counted. 

It was a dramatic rescue 
of one man's life, a day that 
neither Jay nor his wife 
Irene will ever forget. 

July 4 is a time of cel¬ 
ebration in some parts of 
the world but it couldn’t 
have been farther from that 
in the Chandler house that 
day. 

Late in the spring, Jay 
began to feel that something 
wasn't right. Usually an 
active man, he was finding 
himself out of breath at the 
slightest amount of activ¬ 
ity. 

After a few trips to the 
College Green Medical 
Clinic the doctors were 
unable to determine what 
was wrong with Jay, after 
all he had just been told 
only a few months before 
that he had the heart of a 
35 year old, and even the 
most extensive tests re¬ 
vealed nothing. 

After weeks of suffering 
the couple decided it was a 
severe enough situation to 
return again to clinic. 

"I didn’t even know if I 
would make it inside the 
College Green Door," says 
Jay now recovering at 
home. He did make it into 
the clinic but he lost con¬ 
sciousness shortly after 
getting inside. 

Jay says he remembers 


little about the ambulance ride 
to the Didsbury Hospital or 
what happened for the next 
nine hours. Irene remembers 
every moment and recalls what 
happened with a hint of emo¬ 
tion in her voice. 

"It was very emotional," says 
Irene looking thankfully over 
to her husband. 

The ambulance was called 
to pick up Jay from the clinic 
and he was rushed to the 
Didsbury Hospital. Dr. Ahmad 
followed and when he arrived 
proceeded to run tests to de¬ 
termine what was happening 
to his patient. Ahmad says the 
equipment he had available to 
him played a part in saving 
Jay's life. Through the use of 
the equipment at the hospital 
the staff was able to determine 
Jay was suffering from con¬ 
gestive heart failure, a diffi¬ 
cult problem to detect, and 
needed to be sent to Calgary 
where a larger spectrum of 
technology was available to 
save this dying man's life. 
STARS Air Ambulance was 
called to the scene. 

"That is quite an emotional 
thing to watch that helicopter 
come in," says Irene who was 
accompanied the whole time 
by someone who kept her calm 
and tried to explain everything 
that was happening before her. 

She adds, "Never was I 
alone. There was always some¬ 
body holding my hand." 

Exactly seventeen minutes 
later Jay was in the Foothills 
Hospital in Calgary being 
treated. Nine hours later Jay 
woke up surrounded by a bat¬ 


tery of equipment and 
nurses. It was later dis¬ 
covered Jay had had a 
silent heart attack' be¬ 
fore and his heart had 
been scarred without 
him or the doctors even 
being able to detect it. 

He has been in and 
out of Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal while he recovers ever 
since being transferred 
back to his hometown. 

He says when he 
thinks back on it now, 
he hates to think what 
may have happened if all 
the pieces of the puzzle 
and all the members of 
the team hadn't come to¬ 
gether in the way they 
did. 

"I would have been a 
goner," he says in a point 
blank fashion. He adds 
if the Didsbury Hospital 
was not in town and 
STARS was not called in 
things could have been 
vastly different. 

Irene agrees with her 
husband's appreciation 
of the hospital and their 
staff, "As long as you are 
ill and need attention, 
you will get it... They 
were great." She points 
to the team effort in¬ 
volved to make sure Jay 
was still there to be with 
her for the years to come. 

What does Jay remem¬ 
ber being the biggest dif¬ 
ference between the local hos¬ 
pital and the bigger one in 
Calgary? 

"I've never had better hospi¬ 


tal meals in all my life as I did 
in the Didsbury Hospital," he 
says with a laugh. 

Jay is at home and hardly 


looks like he's spent the last 
couple months in and out of 
hospital beds. His wife is 
feeling a sense of relief. 
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Private schoolts a choice notan obligation 



Funny, this provin¬ 
cial government can't

Private schools are in 
the running for addi¬ 
tional funds to be provided by the government. 
Currently the province picks up only a portion of 
the instructional budget for these schools and I 
think that is the way it should stay. 

Our MLA, Richard Marz says he supports this 
idea and insists the money would not come at the 
expense of the public education system because 
the money could be taken out of the provincial 
surplus. I beg to differ. Any money given to private 
schools comes at a cost to the public system. Sure 
surplus money could be given to private schools, 
but it could also be given to the already struggling 
public system with its lack of funds and high 
student/teacher ratios. 

All this talk of funding private schools shouldn't 
really surprise me though when I look at who is 
the top man in provincial politics, Ralph Klien. He 
has made no secret of his desire to privatize 
everything. Or, to my way of thinking, making 
quality health care and education available only 
to those who can afford it. 

This may be some what of a sore point for me 
because I am a child of the public school system 
and I was in high school when Klien started with 
his funding wrecking ball. I remember going into 
my Grade 11 social studies class to find more than 
40 students assigned to one teacher. The class was 
so big students were using the back radiator for 


desks and three students had to share the 
teachers desk. It was unproductive for me and 
I barely remember a thing I learned. 

The argument for funding private schools to 
the full extent in this region is that almost all 
the private schools here are only private be¬ 
cause they are Christian schools and the par¬ 
ents have made the choice to choose a system 
that promotes their values. I do not disagree 
with their choice, but it is exactly that and it 
should come out of their own pockets. I am 
Christian and I attended public school and 
found my value systems were often expanded 
because of my experience there. 

Let's take a look at this argument from a 
completely opposite view point. Let's say for 
instance that there were a group of Satanists 
who strongly believed in their value system and 
opened a school to promote Satan. Unlikely, 
but for the sake of argument... They want the 
government to fund their instructional budget. 
The only difference between this school and the 
public system is the religion. Do you see where 
I am going with this? 

Another argument on the side of funding 
private schools is that more and more stu¬ 
dents and parents are making that choice. 
Well, you can be sure if the systems are 
funded equally and the private system is 
doing a better job of running things you can 
be sure most parents will direct their kids 
towards private schools which will be pop¬ 
ping up all over the place. In the extreme 
everyone could end up in private schools and 
then all of the education dollars would be 
going to private schools, thereby making it a 
public system. Maybe that complete rebirth 
wouldn't be so bad. We might actually have 
people running a system that know how to 
manage money, unlike the current system. 


Financial accountability on native reserves

Whenever one discusses na¬ 
tive issues there is a tendency 
amongst some to assume that 
what is said about one reserve 
applies for every reserve in 
Canada. This could not be fur¬ 
ther from the truth, particu¬ 
larly in matters of financial 
management. 

Over these past several 
weeks we have discussed a 
number of issues surrounding 
accountability on the reserves. 
In the series we have outlined 
a number of governance abuses 
that have been brought to our 
attention by people living on 
the reserves. While these sto¬ 
ries are alarming it would be 
wrong to assume this is the 
norm. 

From our inquiries it would 
appear that there certainly are 
bands in Canada which are 
very well run, both fiscally and 
program-wise. In fact, we came 
across a number of reserves 
which practice open-book man¬ 


agement, where everyone on 
the reserve receives monthly fi¬ 
nancial statements, and a copy 
of the auditor’s report at the 
end of the year. 

This is the level of account¬ 
ability we not only want to ap¬ 
plaud, but believe needs to be 
upheld as the bench mark for 
every reserve in Canada. 

On the flip-side, there are 
also a number of bands whose 
finances require careful scru¬ 
tiny. The estimates of the 
number of reserves with ques¬ 
tionable finances varies de¬ 
pending on who one talks to. 
We have received estimates as 
high as 20% of all reserves hav¬ 
ing some form of financial 
abuses from members of the 
First Nations Coalition for Ac¬ 
countability, to as low as 2% 
from Blaine Favel, of the Fed¬ 
eration of Saskatchewan In¬ 
dian Nations. 

Suppose only 2% of the re¬ 
serves in Canada are experienc¬ 
ing some financial abuses. In¬ 


dian and Northern Affairs has 
a budget of $5 billion this year, 
which means $100 million 
could be going to inappropriate 
expenditures this year alone. 
Even if one divided that 
amount by half to account for 
the “shipping and handling” 
charges the feds attach to any 
project to cover their costs, we 
are still talking about a sub¬ 
stantial stack of cash. 

That is the reason why the 
federal government must un¬ 
dertake extensive forensic au¬ 
dits, to ensure that the funds 
sent to the reserves are actu¬ 
ally used to fund the well-be¬ 
ing of everyone on the reserve, 
not just a select few. Moreo¬ 
ver, to make the process cred¬ 
ible to the average native liv¬ 
ing on the reserve, these re¬ 
sults need to be made public. 
That is the cost of accountabil- 
ity.

Once approved by Parlia¬ 
ment, these will be the biggest 
changes in western grain mar¬ 
keting in more than 50 years. 
Our main objective is to put 
more power into the hands of 
farmers than has ever existed 
before.

Imagine you saw a psychiatrist 
as part of a company medical ex¬ 
amination. What if you had un¬ 
dergone an HIV test? Is this infor¬ 
mation you would want anyone 
other than your doctor to have? It 
is questions like these which must 
be asked before the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment fundamentally changes 
the rules governing the collection, 
use and distribution of personal 
health information. 

Bill 30, Health Information 
Protection Act was introduced by 
the Conservative government late 
in the 1997 spring session of the 
legislative assembly. An Oct. 15 
deadline was imposed for Alber¬ 
tans to respond to its contents. 


Bill 30 sets out new rules for 
collecting and handling health 
data. It will determine what infor¬ 
mation about you will be available 
on-line for access by health facili¬ 
ties and providers. 

There are numerous loopholes 
and shortcomings in this Bill 
which the public deserves to know 
about. For instance, the ability for 
private-for-profit health compa¬ 
nies to access this data is not clearly 
prohibited. There is no adequate 
protection to prevent information 
about a third party being released. 
As it stands now, Bill 30 allows for 
abuse of your personal informa¬ 
tion. 

Albertans also deserve to know 
why the government has already 


hired IBM as the architect of its 
health information system before 
Bill 30 has even been debated. 
This action calls the openness of 
this government into question. 

The Alberta Liberal Caucus has 
carefully analysed the issue of 
health information within a dis¬ 
cussion paper called What Every 
Albertan Should Know. This docu¬ 
ment reveals crucial issues sur¬ 
rounding the issue of health infor¬ 
mation which Albertans deserve 
to know about. Copies of this docu¬

Funding of local private 
schools, and all other private 
schools in Alberta is being put 
onto Albertans' political plates 
to savour. 

Local MLA, Richard Marz 
came out in support of increas¬ 
ing the funding of private schools 
after Airdrie/Rockyview MLA 
Carol Haley brought the private 
members Bill 209 to the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Now, Albertans will have a 
chance to speak their views about 
the issue with a task force set up 
by Minister of Education, Gary 
Mar. 

Appointed chair, Ron Stevens, 
MLA for Calgary Glenmore said, 
"The debate on Bill 209 this spring 
indicated that Albertans have a 
strong wish to be heard on this 
issue. Our goal has been to cre¬ 
ate opportunities for as many 
Albertans as possible to give their 
views on how private schools in 
Alberta should be funded." 

In response, the Private 
Schools Funding Task Force 
has set up a number of ways 
Albertans can be heard includ¬ 
ing public meetings. 

The meetings closest to Dids- 
buiy are scheduled to take place 
in Calgary at the Jubilee Audi¬ 
torium on October 7 and 8 and 
in Red Deer at the Red Deer 
Lodge on October 9. 

Any Albertan who wishes to 
make a formal presentation of 
their concerns are asked to book 
a time in advance by calling 415- 
2347, toll free 310-0000. 

Currently the four private 
schools in the Olds/Didsbury/ 
Three Hills constituency are be¬ 
ing funded at about 50% of the 
per student level of public sys¬ 
tem kids. Bill 209 would bring 
that percentage up to 75% of the 
instructional grant, or an extra 
$950 per student. 

Marz believes that accredited 
private schools are already hav¬ 


ing to pay for their own trans¬ 
portation, capital and mainte¬ 
nance out of tuition fees paid by 
students and should be funded 
for at least the instructional por¬ 
tion. 

"If students are being taught 
the Alberta curriculum they are 
still our students and I don't 
think they should be discrimi¬ 
nated against because they 
choose to go to a school that 
may meet different needs." 

Marz insists he has spoken to 
area residents and is getting the 
feedback that his constituents 
are, for the most part, in favor of 
the idea as long as it is not funded 
at the detriment of the public 
system. 


He agrees and has said he 
believes the additional funds could 
come out of the provincial sur¬ 
plus budgeted this year and the 
one projected for next year. 

Albertans can also read a 
background discussion paper, 
Setting the Stage for Discus¬ 
sion,’ and attain the accompa¬ 
nying workbook questionnaire 
from local public libraries, the 
MLA's office, from Alberta Edu¬ 
cation at 415-2357 and on the 
internet at http:// 
ednet.edc.gov.ab.ca. The re¬ 
sponses can then be mailed or 
faxed to the Task Force. 

The Task Force is expected 
to present a report to the Minis¬ 
ter by late December. 


...TheATA doesn't think so 

Bob Worsfold, local Alberta Teacher's Association president 
says he believes funding private schools would come at the cost 
of public schools despite assurances from the province that it 
would not. 

"If they really do have some extra money, it should definitely 
go into public education," says Worsfold. He believes even if the 
money to fund local private schools, like the Koinonia Christian 
Schools in this area, is taken from surpluses it is still money that 
could have gone into school budgets which he describes as being 
cash strapped. 

He quotes ATA statistics saying that there has only been 
0.8% increase in per student funding over the past five years and 
inflation has been as high as 8-10%. 

"If they say they don't have the money to increase funding in 
public education, where are they going to get money to fund 
private schools?” he asks skeptically. 

It seems the ATA stands behind Worsfold’s opinion for the 
most part. In a recent article in the ATA news stated, "...every 
dollar that goes to private schools weakens the position of public 
schools." 

Worsfold also says he believes it is unfair to fund people who 
want to educate their children exclusively. He draws the 
analogy of a fire protection service. "If someone decided they 
didn't like the fire department would the government give them 
money to run their own? I don't think so." 

Even though the msgority of private schools are based on 
religion and not the financial status of the parents he says it is 
still a decision to put a child there. 

”1 think it is a choice and if you want to make that choice it 
should be funded out of your own pocket," says Worsfold.

Because I am a marriage commissioner we occasionally 
have weddings here.

The dahlias were 
a riot of color, the nasturtiums, poppies, cosmos and lavatera 
were great billows of bloom and the petunias outdid them¬ 
selves. The Virginia creeper and the dogwood were ablaze in 
their winter reds, and the lawn was as green as a June 
morning. The groom's mom and brother had come from New 
Brunswick, an aunt from Quebec City and an aunt, from 
Sudbury.

Practically every bud has opened on the dahlias, the poppies 
were seriously going to seed, some of the petunias were 
getting awfully leggy and the scarlet runner beans were a foot 
long. It is time to put this garden to bed and start planning for 
next year. If this garden just went on forever when would I get 
a chance to try new things, correct mistakes, try again to 
prune the apple trees properly. 

I want another peony and I know which one and where it 
should go. The cedar that the deer ate last winter has come 
back a lot and I want to see what another season will do for it. 
We will wrap it with burlap this winter. I really want to try a 
blue Himalayan poppy and now that the garden is past its best 
I can have Ralph use the tractor loader to pull the snow 
damaged juniper and make room for it. I want a couple of loads 
of soil from the mushroom factory and that can't be spread 
until the flower beds are clean up. I want to try some new 
lupin colors. 

Certainly I am sorry to see the flowers go, but flowers are a 
fleeting thing, Gardening goes on forever.

The spring 1997 Vector poll 
shows that Albertans pay less 
attention to media stories about 
public-school education than 
any group across Canada. The 
question asked was: 

How much attention, if any, 
do you pay to stories on public 
school education (one of six top¬ 
ics) when you see them in the 
newspaper or on television 
news? A lot, some, very little or 
none?

Why bother with Jesus? 


Why Bother with Jesus ? That 
was the title used for a book by 
Michael Green the religious au¬ 
thor. Well why bother? 

In this article I do not intend 
to give you a summary 
of that book which the 
reader may wish to 
locate for themselves, 
but in 1997 the ques¬ 
tion is still a valid 
question, and while 
many people thinking 
about faith do not work 
it in such a specific 
way that is often the 
question on their 
minds. 

The first reason for 
bothering might be a 
non religious reason. 

It would be because Jesus as a 
historical figure has had more 
influence on world history than 
any other person. Emperors, 
Kings, Queens, great artists, in¬ 
ventors, doctors, musicians and 
many other famous people have 
come and gone but no one has 
had so much influence. What is 


that influence? First the legacy 
of the churches which have 
world wide membership in ex¬ 
cess of one billion people whose 
lives individually have been 
changed by what 
they believe. Sec¬ 
ond in terms of 
social thought 
which has made 
rather slow 
progress over the 
years since Je¬ 
sus lived, and 
thirdly the great 
architectural de- 
velopments 
across the world 
in terms of pro¬ 
viding buildings 
for administra¬ 
tion. 

The second reason for "both¬ 
ering" might be that Jesus is 
considered a perfect human be¬ 
ing. Whenever a person wants 
to improve their life they could 
look at the life of Jesus who left 
an example of perfection and a 
command that we should aim 


for perfection in our own lives. 
If we do not think that some 
aspect of his life is practical for 
us in our situation in this cen¬ 
tury, then at least we need to go 
back and see what he did in 
order to evaluate our own re¬ 
sponse. 

Thirdly Jesus claimed to be 
the Son of God. For someone who 
does not believe in God this in 
itselfbecomes an immediate chal¬ 
lenge as to why so many other 
people follow this person who 
made that claim. For those who 
do not believe in God then our 
knowledge and understanding of 
God can increase through study¬ 
ing the life of this human, unique 
in human history, who made this 
claim. 

Fourthly, Jesus demonstrated 
during his earthly life that he 
could amaze people and leave 
them astonished; frequently. He 
did this by his teaching which 
was done with authority, and at a 
far more convincing level than 
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St. Cyprian's Anglican

the teachers of his day. He also 
performed innumerable acts, de¬ 
scribed as miracles, by innumer¬ 
able witnesses, because the natu¬ 
ral order of things was overturned 
in his presence. While people 
have struggled for years to ex¬ 
plain miracles, and sometimes 
claimed miracles; no one has per¬ 
formed so many and left the world 
arguing and debating for nearly 
2,000 years. 

The most amazing miracle of 
all was after he had been cruci¬ 
fied and confirmed as dead. Over 
500 people claimed that they saw 
him on oneoccasion, alive in some 
form on earth, and after he had 
been put to death. There were 
many other appearances to a va¬ 
riety of people. 

Naturally all the authorities 


for the time, (about 33 A.D.) 
wanted to stop what they 
thought was a ridiculous claim, 
but although they had power, 
authority, the Roman legal sys¬ 
tem, and military, and the Jew¬ 
ish authorities all keen to stop 
reports of a "resurrection" they 
were totally unsuccessful. In¬ 
stead an uneducated group of 
middle eastern people, includ¬ 
ing several fishermen managed 
to start a new religion that has 
lasted two thousand years. 

Finally bother with Jesus be¬ 
cause most Christians claim that 
Jesus influences their lives right 
now in 1997; although trying to 
explain just how that can happen 
is an experience beyond words. 

Yes there seem to be lots of 
reasons to "bother with Jesus".

ing to the hospital or have no means of getting 
into the clinic," says Thompson. 

"Transportation can be a basic problem, but a big deterrence for clients to come 
into the clinic." 

Part of what he does in the homes of patients is helping to provide assistance 
with independent living skills within the home environments including life skills, 
medication monitoring, social and recreational activities, emotional support and 
any other activities that foster independence and a sense of well being for clients. 

"The word mental health means different things," says Thompson. "And by 
taking the need for clients to come into the clinics and instead putting ourselves 
out in the community it lessens fears that individuals may have." 

Thompson says the goal of the Assertive Outreach worker is to be more visible 
within the community and to go anywhere they are needed by clients. 

Another goal, says Thompson, is to provide more support for clients rather 
than more hospitalization. 

"My hours are completely flexible and I can be anywhere anyone needs me in 
the community," says Thompson. "We are here to end the isolation and the sense 
of loneliness that comes with mental illness."

CWB Act parliament legislation 


Ralph Goodale, Minister re¬ 
sponsible for the Canadian 
Wheat Board, today introduced 
legislation in the House of Com¬ 
mons to amend the Canadian 
Wheat Board Act. 

Based upon many months of 
consultations with farmers, in¬ 
cluding the serious work done 
by the Standing Committee on 
Agriculture in the last Parlia¬ 
ment and public hearings across 
the Prairies, this proposed new 
law embodies the biggest 
changes in western grain mar¬ 
keting in more than half a cen¬ 
tury. 

Accountability 

Throughout its history, the 
Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) 
has been governed by a small 
group of "Commissioners", ap¬ 
pointed by the Government of 
Canada (without any required 
consultation) and legally re¬ 
sponsible only to the govern¬ 
ment. 

But in today’s dynamic and 
changing marketplace, produc¬ 
ers have made it clear that they 
want the CWB to be more ac¬ 
countable to them, and the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada agrees. 


Under the new law, for the 
first time, the CWB will be run 
by a board of directors. There 
will be 15 directors in total, and 
two-thirds of them (10 direc¬ 
tors) will be elected directly by 
Prairie farmers. They will take 
office at the earliest possible 
date in 1998, once the new law is 
passed by Parliament. 

All the powers of the CWB 
will be in the hands of its direc¬ 
tors. And because two-thirds of 
them will be elected, they will be 
directly accountable to produc¬ 
ers for how they manage the 
CWB's business. 

In addition to their power to 
run the affairs of the CWB, the 
directors will have the specific 
authority to select their own 
chairperson; to set the salaries 
of the directors, the chairper¬ 
son and the president; to review 
the performance of the presi¬ 
dent and to recommend his/her 
dismissal, if necessary. 

To ensure farmers are get¬ 
ting value for their money, the 
directors will be legally entitled 
to receive full disclosure of all 
facts and figures about the 
CWB's operations, including 


(but not limited to) audited fi¬ 
nancial statements. They will 
be able to examine the prices at 
which grain is sold, the price 
premiums achieved, all operat¬ 
ing costs, and whether the CWB 
is truly efficient. 

Through its elected directors, 
the CWB will gain the expertise 
of real producers. If the direc¬ 
tors are not satisfied with how 
the CWB deals with farmers or 
its sales strategy or the way it 
does business, they can make 
the necessary changes. 

The new law will require the 
directors and officers of the CWB 
to act honestly and in good faith, 
exercising all reasonable care, 
diligence and skill. And if they 
fail in that duty, they will be 
exposed to legal liability. 

Despite these structural 
changes, the Government of 
Canada will continue to provide 
the CWB with financial guaran¬ 
tees. They will cover not only 
the initial payments set at the 
beginning of each pooling peri¬ 
ods and the CWB's credit sales 
program, but also all of its gen¬ 
eral borrowings.

Since the CWB is a multi¬ 
billion dollar enterprise, the 
amount outstanding under these 
guarantees is often very large. 

For this reason, there is a 
continuing need for the govern¬ 
ment to have a "window" on the 
CWB - in addition to the new 
accountability directly to farm¬ 
ers. Such a window is also nec¬ 
essary because any Canadian 
exporter of wheat or barley 
(whether on the Prairies or else¬ 
where) requires a CWB export 
permit. 

This safeguarding of the pub¬ 
lic interest will be achieved by 
the government appointing a 
minority of the directors (five in 
total, including the president). 

All of the directors, whether 
elected (10) or appointed (five), 
will have the same powers, du¬ 
ties and functions. But farmers 
will hold a two-thirds majority. 

Farmers control CWB man¬ 
date 

The new law will put farmers 
in the driver's seat when it comes 
to any future changes in what 
the CWB can market. 

If farmers want to remove 
some type of grain from the CWB's 
current single-desk system, that 
can be done - subject to three 
conditions: 

1) The directors must recom¬ 
mend it; 

2) The Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission must approve an "iden¬ 
tity preservation" system to pro¬ 
tect quality standards; and 

3) If the proposed "exclusion” 
is significant, there must be a 
vote among farmers to approve 
it. 

If farmers want to add rye, 
flax or canola to the CWB's exist¬ 
ing mandate, that too can be 
done - subject to three condi¬ 
tions. 

1) The farm organization 
which represents the producers 


of the commodity must make a 
written request for the "inclu¬ 
sion”; 

2) The CWB's directors must 
recommend it; and 

3) There must be a note among 
farmers to approve it. 

These new provisions are bal¬ 
anced and fair both ways, for 
either exclusions or inclusions. 
And in either case, the decision¬ 
making authority is where it 
belongs - in the hands of farmers 
themselves. 

More CWB flexibility 

To give farmers more choice 
on how they are paid for their 
grain and to speed up cash flows 
to farmers, the new law will en¬ 
able the CWB to operate more 
flexibly. For example, it will be 
able to: 

• make cash purchases of 
wheat andyor barley; 

• increase initial payments 
quickly, whenever market con¬ 


ditions warrant; 

• provide an early pool cash¬ 
out option; 

• fully use modem risk man¬ 
agement tools; 

• issue negotiable producer 
certificates; 

• facilitate deliveries to condo 
storage systems; and 

• receive grain through on- 
farm "mobile elevators". 

"I hope this Parliament will be 
able to give this new law prompt 
attention, so farmers will be able 
to benefit from all these changes 
at the earliest possible date," 
Good ale said. "It is important for 
these amendments to be approved 
in a timely manner to facilitate 
the proper election of CWB direc¬ 
tors in 1998, to give these new 
directors ample opportunity to 
become acquainted with their du¬ 
ties, and to ensure a smooth 
transition to the new form of 
governance and accountability."

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Watch what you breathe 


Farmer’s lung can result in 
permanent lung damage. It is an 
acute condition caused by 
breathing mouldy substances 
from hay or grain and results in 
lung inflammation, shortness of 
breath and fever. 

Mouldy organic dust may re¬ 
sult form silage, hay, straw and 
grain stored under damp condi¬ 
tions. High exposure incidents 
include: breaking open mouldy 
bales inside a bam, uncapping a 
silo or cleaning out a grain bin. 

"Shortness of breath, fever, 
cough, muscle pain and discom¬ 
fort that occurs between four 
and 12 hours after being exposed 
to the dust are all symptoms of 
acute farmer's lung," says Eric 
Jones, farm safety specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. "In the early 
stages, exposure to mouldy dust 
stimulates an allergy. Contin¬ 
ued exposure is what triggers a 
more severe allergic reaction and 
kicks the body's immune system 
into high gear. Once a person 
has farmer's lung, it takes 
smaller and smaller amounts of 


dust to cause a reaction." 

What makes farmer's lung dan¬ 
gerous is the fibrosis, or scar 
tissue that forms during the al¬ 
lergy attacks. Acute cases can be 
treated with bed rest and oxygen 
therapy. Chronic cases can re¬ 
quire medication. 

"There is no cure for farmer's 
lung and once damaged the lung 
cannot be repaired," says Jones. 
"Early detection and preventa¬ 
tive measure are the only an¬ 
swers. Prevention means to avoid 
all contact with mouldy crop ma¬ 


terials." 

To protect yourself from farm¬ 
er's lung you must: 

• prevent exposure; measure 
dry feeds before storage, stay out 
of newly filled silos; 

• prevent dust or chemical 
particles from becoming airborne 
— add fat to feed, wet down feeds 
before uncapping silos; 

• use a respiratory device such 
as a filter mask or respirator 
when breathing in harmful, dust 
laden air cannot be avoided. 

"Many types of masks are avail¬ 


able ranging from $10 to $300," posed to crop dust or mouldy 
adds Jones. "Simple double- organic dust frequently, a 
strapped particle masks are very higher quality respiratory de- 
inexpensive and do provide some vice would be a very beneficial 
protection.

So you are a big shot in the ice 
industry. You make sure the Oil¬ 
ers take to the rink on what is 
reputed to be the best ice in the 
NHL. So what are you doing at 
the Didsbury arena on a chilly 
Friday night? 

Well, if you are Chris McKenna 
you are helping out a friend. 

McKenna is the operations 
manager at the Edmonton Coli¬ 
seum and is a good friend of town 
chief administrative officer, Evan 
Parliament. He came to town on 
September 19 to help the arena 
staff get the ice ready for the 
upcoming hockey and figure skat¬ 
ing season. 

Because of turnovers at the 
arena, making the ice worthy for 
such teams as the Mountain View 
Colts was of big importance to 
Parliament and Rhonda Hunter 
the arena manager. 

"We needed to learn the right 
way to do the ice," said Hunter. 
"So next year we can do it our¬ 
selves.” 

Parliament called upon his 
friend, McKenna, who has been 
coming up the ranks in the ice 
industry for the past 15 years. 

"I started out as a recreation 
director and then became arena 
manager and it was at that point 
I fell in love with facilities," said 
McKenna. 

"(Parliament) and I go back 
years," said McKenna. "I hired 
him for his first job. So when he 
phoned I was happy to come help 
out." 

McKenna said Parliament 
phoned and said that they might 
need help putting in their ice 
this year at the arena. Though 
McKenna regularly tours and 
gives seminars on ice in the 
province at arenas, he has been 
very busy at the Coliseum with 
the new NHL hockey season 
gearing up at the Coliseum. 

"We have Sesame Street Live 
tonight and then we have eight 
hours to make quality NHL ice 
for the players to skate tomor¬ 
row night," said McKenna. 


The secret to having good ice 
is not in the initial process of 
making it, but in the mainte¬ 
nance, said McKenna. 

"I could make the best ice in 
the world tonight," he said. "But 
if it is not properly maintained 
then it will show." 

To make a quality ice rink 
there are many steps. Once the 
rink is flooded with water and 
frozen, the ice is clear. Then the 
task is to make white ice and to 
put in the lines. 

"Zamboni drivers have to be 
very careful. My advice is to drive 
very slow. If you lose a line you 
are in trouble," said McKenna. 

McKenna also said that tak¬ 
ing ice measurements every week 
is crucial to maintaining quality 
ice. 

"You go out on the ice and drill 
a hole and then measure how 
deep the ice is." 

McKenna will be taking part 
in the Recreational Facility Per¬ 
sonnel Conference in April to be 
held in Didsbury. 

"(He) is one of the founding 
members of the Recreational Fa¬ 
cility Personnel Association," said 
Parliament.
